PARIS—It was understood this 
yeek that the British Government 
ay sponsor a special loan for 
efugee settlement within unde- 
veloped territories of the British 
Empire. None of these funds would 
vo for settlement schemes outside 
he empire, such as several now 
under examination as a result of 
definite offers made for large-scale 
refugee settlement in Ecuador, the 
Dominican Republic and the Pa- 
rana plantations of Brazil. 


The territories within the Brit- 
sh Empire where refugee coloni- 
zation may be supported by a Brit- 
ish loan are, in addition to Brit- 
ish Guiana, also northern Rho- 
desia, Tanganyika, Kenya and 
Nyasaland. The British Colonial 
Office has advised Jewish organi- 
zations to send experts to these 
territorics to make investigations, 
in conjunction with the local au- 
thorities into all settlement pos- 
sibilities, as Dr. Joseph Rosen, 
president of the American Jewish 
oint Agricultural Corporation and 
other American experts are plan- 
ming to do in British Guiana in as- 
sociation with a British expert. . 


Meanwhile, sponsored by Colon- 
ial Minister Georges Mandel and 
financed partly by the Joint Dis- 
tribution Committee and partly by 
the French Relief Committee, the 
first of three groups of twelve 
Austrian and German Jewish refu- 
gees will leave for French Guiana 
on February 2. Opening of French

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Colleges Organize 
To Aid Refugees; 
100 Get Tuition

NEW YORK.—Six hundred col- 


leges were asked to aid victims of 
intolerance by bringing students 
here from lands of persecution to 
complete their studies on scholar- 
ships, in a letter sent out by the 
Intercollegiate Committee to Aid 
Student Refugees, a newly formed 
organization of students of all 
faiths in 100 colleges. 

The International Student Serv- 
ice and the Intercollegiate Com- 
mittee announced at least 47 col- 
leges would provide schloarships 
and living expenses for European 
refugee students for the coming 
academic term. Among the colleges 
expecting students are Harvard, 
Yale, and Princeton. Fordham Uni- 
versity is taking Catholic students 
and Yeshiva College is taking Jew- 
ish students. Women’s colleges rep- 
resented are Bennington, Radcliffe, 
Bryn Mawr, Mount Holyoke, Smith 
and Wheaton. Only about 100 stu- 
dents can be aided for the re- 
mainder of this college yeaf, the 
announcement pointed out. 

Mayor LaGuardia, Representa- 
tive Bruce Barton, Mgr. John A. 
Ryan and Robert Hutchins, presi- 
dent of the University of Chicago, 
are among those who have con- 
sented to sponsor the committee, 
which is an outgrowth of the Har- 
vard Committee to Aid German 
Student Refugees. The committee 
plans an intercollegiate conference 
in Cleveland,on February 17, 18. 





Conference Stand 
Agency Problem

JERUSALEM .—The Jewish 
Agency was reconsidering the ques- 
tion of participating in the London 
conferences, it was learned. The 
deceision was to be taken by the 
Jewish Agency Executive in Lon- 
don after consultation with Jewish 
leaders in Jerusalem. Opposition to 
participation in the parleys has 
been crystallizing among parties 
and sections of the Palestine Jews, 
largely as a result of the British 
Government’s refusal to sanction 
the admission of 10,000 refugee 
children. 

Five Jews and a Moslem func- 
tionary were killed in disorders on 
the eve of the conferences. A prom- 
inent Sephardic merchant was shot 
dead in Jerusalem, Four others 
were slain in attacks in outlying 
sections, as was a British soldier. 
The guardian of the Mosque of 
Omar was killed in Jerusalem’s 
Old City, bringing imposition of

Find Body of Countess 
Floating in Thames

Austrian circles here said she 
had been worrying over the treat- 
ment of Jews in Germany and that 
her husband, apparently non-Jew- 
ish, held an important government 
post and went over to thé Nazi 
cause after the incorporation of 
Austria in the Greater Germany.

NEW YORK.—A nation-wide 
boycott against American oil com- 
panies which have been purchasing 
large quantities of German pipe, 
will be launched shortly by the 
Joint Boycott Council. Chairman 
Joseph Tenenbaum said oil com- 
panies in this country imported 
$3,119,725 worth of iron and steel 
pipes from Germany in 1937, and 
figures for 1938 were near 1937 
levels despite the fact that total 
imports from Germany had de- 
clined 40 per cent.

PARIS—The suicide of Dr. Mau- 
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Other modifications which Rub- 
lee succeeded in obtaining before 
the negotiations were interrupted 
by the removal of Dr. Hjalmar

price of Jewish emigration. 

Rublee submitted no written re- 
port to the meeting here, but sum- 
marized the results of his two- 
week stay in Berlin orally. There- 
upon, the session decided to auth- 
orize him and his aides to return 
to the Reich capital to continue the 
conversations, They will remain 
there indefinitely, until the nego- 
tiations are concluded. The plenary 
meeting of the Intergovernmental 
Committee, which was scheduled to 
open in London today (Friday) 
was postponed until February 12, 
by which time Rublee is expected 
to have definite results to report. 


Pickets Turn on

A large proportion of the com- 
panies thus far investigated are 
apparently unfair in their employ- 
ment policy. Most of the manu- 
facturers and distributcrs of canned 
goods employ a very small propor- 
tion of Jewish salesmen even 
though, it is estimated, about 
three-fourths of the retail distribu- 
tors in New York are Jewish. 

In the factories and offices of the 
large canning firms the great ma- 
jority of employes are non-Jewish. 
The New York sales force of a na- 
tional distributor of canned and 
packaged foods is about one-fourth 
Jewish but it is very probable that 
not even one Jewish person is to 
be found on its office force. A con- 
cession to consumers is made for 
that group of its employes which 
has direct contact with the public, 
but none among those working 
“behind the scenes.” 

Several of the companies with 
which interviews were sought re- 
sorted to obvious suberfuge to 
avoid. revealing the number of 
their Jewish employes, or the meth- 
ods used by then: in securing new 
employes: These _ subterfuges 
ranged from a definite refusal to 
arrange an interview, as experi- 
enced. with the eastern distributors 
of a nationally advertised cereal, 
to. a consistent display of evasive- 
ness. This latter was usually ac-

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Gets Kosher Food

MOSCOW. — Kosher food has 
been made available to Samuel 
Reshevsky, the American chess 
champion, by an orthodox fami- 
ly here. When he arrived to com- 
pete in the International Chess 
Tournament, Reshevsky, a devout 
Jew, was forced to adopt a vege- 
tarian diet, because no Moscow 
restaurant serves kosher food, 

Before finding the kosher oasis, 
he had been living on a vegetari- 
an diet of fruits, vegetables, or- 
ange juice and tea. During the 
first part of the chess tourna- 
ment, which was held at Lenin- 
grad, Reshevsky met an orthodox 
family which took him to their 
home, slaughtered their own 
meat and prepared it according 
to the Jewish dietary principles. 
In Moscow, however, he did not 
at first have the same luck.

“Kosher” products and 
unfair “trefa,” employment policies 
cannot fairly co-exist. If cur efforts 
to obtain from these concerns fair 
employment for Jewish workers 
fail, then we will be forced to a0) 
inform Jewish consumers. We do 
not believe such a step will be 
needed, but if in some instances, 
self-help becomes necéssary, there 
must be no ‘flincing or pussy- 
footing.

The Editor’s Chair: 

When Isidore Feibleman told the 
B’nai B’rith meeting in Indianapo- 
lis Monday night that it should 
withhold sending more money to 
Palestine for several months be- 
cause of present conditions, his ad- 
vice must have sounded logical, for 
that group accepted his words 
without serious argument. 

But underlying Mr. Feibleman’s 
advice is a fundamental fallacy. It 
suggests retreat. It asks that we 
desert Palestine when our aid is 
most needed. In a war, deserters 
are put to death. Desertion must 
be a heinous crime. 

Let us see who else beside the 
Indianapolis B’nai B’rith is follow- 

_ing Mr. Feibleman’s advice. Could 
it be the Palestine pioneers? No, 
not they. In the past thirty-one 
months since the outbreak of vio- 
lence, they have built thirty-six 
new colonies. 

Could it be Hadassah? No, not 
Hadassah. It even this week is re- 
joicing over receipt of visas for 
entrance into Palestine of 1,200 
more children from the European 
helocaust. 

Could it be the big U. S. leaders 
like Rabbi Jonah Wise, and the 
followers of the late Felix War- 
burg? No. Not even they, non- 
Zionists though they are. This 
month they agreed that $2,500,000 
of the first $9,500,000 raised in the 
United States during 1939 should 
be used for the rebuilding of Pal- 
estine. 3 

Then who is it that is preaching 
withholding of support until the 
crisis is over? It is the same group 
that held back by their specious 
arguments U. S. support of Pales- 
tine during the 1920’s when any 
modicum of cooperation would 
have enabled so many Jewish im- 
migrants to enter the land then 
that today there could not have 
been any possibility of a riot, any 
possibility of an Arab majority 
overruling Jewish aims and ideals. 
Jews today would be a majority, 
and that land would have axiomati- 
cally become the haven to which 
the hundreds of thousands of im- 
migrants today would have turned 
for peace and rest and freedom. 

In Palestine Jews today are giv- 
ing up their lives heroically to in- 
sure the Jewish hold on the land. 
In America, thousands of miles 
away, all that is asked is our co- 
operation and our support. That 
is little enough to give. And yet 

- there are those who would with- 
» . hold even that. 





The Red Hunt of the Jewish War Veterans 


HIS PAPER has grave misgivings about the 

current “red” hunt by the Jewish War Veterans.

But what enemyg Who are they 
fighting? 

The whole thing just looks bad. Here Father 
Coughlin stirs up the canard that Jews are Com- 
munists. On all sides national Jewish organiza- 
tions and national Jewish leaders hasten to deny 
the diabolical accusation. So what? Along comes 
the Jewish War Vets and in bold declaration casts 
the gauntlet into the face of Communists. They 
are going to march against them. What Commu- 
nists? Why what Communsts other than Jewish 
Communists. So Father Coughlin knew whereof 
he spoke. The J. W. V. girds itself to fight the 
Jewish Communists, to battle the enemy within; 


then there must be an enemy. Coughlin was 
right all the time. 

Oh, maybe the Jewish Communists are cen- 
tered in New York City. Well, isn’t that just fine. 
Now we can have a long march on Broadway 
(and maybe see the World’s Fair at the same 
time). And just let us catch a Jewish Communist. 
Oh what we will do to him! Oi weh. We'll boil 
him in oil, we’ll string him up. In fact, we will 
call him down, that’s what we’ll do.

1939 MARKS 75th 


YEAR OF TROLLEY 
SERVICE IN INDPLS. 


Successful completion of three- 
quarters of a century of transpor- 
tation service to the citizens of 
this community will be observed 
throughout 1939 by Indianapolis 
Railways, local transit firm which 
operates the street cars, trackless 
trolleys and buses. 

It was in 1864 just seventy-five 
years ago, that the first permanent 
car line was opeued in Indianapolis. 
The line operated with mule cars 
and it ran on Illinois street be- 
tween Union Station, and North 
street. 

From-this humble beginning the 
system expanded as the city devel- 
oped and prospered until there are 
now 192 route miles of transit 
service reaching every major sec- 
tion of Indianapolis. Vehicles of 
Indianapolis Railways travel 42,000 
miles a day providing transporta- 
tion for more than 200,000 daily 
riders. 

The change in service which the 
first seventy-five years has brought 
about would amaze the founders of 
the system were they capable of 
seeing the service today. The first 
mule cars were small, seating only 
sixteen, were unheated in the win- 
ter and “bumped” along the street 
on an unreliable schedule. Today 
the trolleys and buses.are large 
and spacious with comfortable 
seats, many smooth riding features 
and follow a definite schedule which 
brings them to all points along the 
lines at frequent intervals. 

1939 will not only mark the 
seventy-fifth year of Indianapolis 
Railways, it will also serve to es- 
tablish and prove more fully the 
indispensability of transit service 
to the continued growth and pros-, 
perity of any progressive comm 
nity. ‘
